Monday the candidates moved up a 
notch towards the conventou. The 
town was full of people and they were 
given every opportunity to shake 
hands and talk ]M)litics. Crittenden 
people like to talk politics — the rough 
and tumble fights indulged in almost 
annually between the two parties for 
every plum that ripens, makes politics 
as natural with Crittoadan people 
is cussin' with the OS driver, or pray- 
ing in cyclone vielnltieB, hence a man 
that does not want to hear public 
speaking at Marion on county court 
day is looked upon ai a heretic, and 
untrue to the traditions of his fathers. 

Monday Mr. S. O. Nunn, who waut4j 
to go to the Senate, led offin an hour's 
speech. He said that he wai a Demo- 
emt in the truest broadest senses of 
the work; that if he went down in dc' 
ftat he would bcw to the edict auc 
proceed to help elect the eneei 

but that if he was nominated, 
he would make the most thorough, 
and active canvass ever made in the 
district, and he would bring home to 
his party the toga now worn by another 
|K>litical party. He urged his audience 
to go to the precinct meetings and 
vote for men worthy and qMlifled; 
men that would 1m; true to the |)eople 
when in the Senate. He said he was 
for abolishing un-neceasary oflkers, 
rc<hicing salaries, opposed to extrava- 
gant appropriations of the people's 
money. In all legislation the i>eople 
shouM be put on an equal footing with 
railroads, and corporations. Mr. 
Nunn then rcfend to the j>enitontiary 
question, saying that it should be met 
squarely and no shiricing done. He 
said that when in the House he intro- 
duced a niou^ure to make protem 
officers pay out of their own salary 
the substitutcH, and if elected to the 
Senatohe proimscd to endeavor to 
pass the same bill. He said he op- 
posed the appropriation of the tl2,- 
500 for the New Orieaas Exposition 
when a nicmlier of the House, and as 
tt member of tiie Senate, he would 
oppose all such bills. After this the 
speoker discussed questions pertaining 
to matters between himself and his 
opponent. 
Mr. Stephens spoke but a short 
He sdd tfmt if lie was nomina 
ted and elecied, he would do the very 
best he could for his constituency 
Some of the things advocattd Ity his 
opponent had been his views for years. 
He had not been in office and could 
not therefore boast of what he hod or 
had not done. At thu point matters 
of a personal nature again came into 
the discusiion, and a general cro«» 
fire followed for a few minutes. When 
Mr. Stei^eas had eonduded Mr. T. 

Yeats announced his candidacy for 
the Houfse, and the crowd left. After- 
wardi4 the court house bell called the 
people bock, and Mr. F. M. Clement 
announced his candidacy for the 
louse.
